Be it enacted- by Parliament in the Twenty-fourth Year of the Repub¬

1 . (1) This Act may be called the Maternity Benefit (Amendment) 
Act, 1973. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Oflicial Gazette, appoint.

2. In section 1 of the Maternity Benefit Act, 1961 (hereinafter referred Amend-

4. In section 3 of the principal i^ct— 

(|i) in clause (a), after the words “being a mine,”, the words “or 
an establishment wherein persons are employed for the exhibition of 
equestrian, acrobatic and other performances,” shall be inserted; 

(ii) for clause (e), the follO'Wing clause shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

‘ (e) “establishment” means— 

(i) a factory;. 

(ii) a mine; 

(hi) a plantation; 

(iu) an establishment wherein persons are employed for 
the exhibition of equestrian, acrobatic and other per¬ 
formances; or 

(v) an establishment to which the provisions of this Act 
have been declared under sub-section (1) of section 2 to be 
applicable;’. 

5. In section 28 of the principal Act, in sub-section (3), for the words

two or more successive sessions, and if, before the expiry of the session 
immediately following the session or the successive sessions aforesaid," 
■hall be substituted. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

A number of women are employed, in the circus industry but a survey 
has revealed that maternity benefit is not being provided to these women 
workers. It is, therefore, proposed to apply the provisions of the Mater¬ 
nity Benefit Act, 1961, to establishments in the circus industry. Since 
the circus companies move from place tO' place, it is considered that for 
the effective enforcement of the Act in relation to establishments in the 
circus industry, the appropriate Government should be the Central Gov¬ 
ernment instead of the State Government. 

2. The Bill seeks to amend the Maternity Benefit Act, 1961, for the 
aforesaid purposes and to make certain other consequential amendments 
in the Act.

Clause 3 of the Bill seeks to amend section 2 of the Maternity Benefit 
Act, 1961 with a view to applying the provisions thereof to establishments 
wherein persons are employed for the exhibition of equestrian, acrobatic 
and other performances. Clause 4 of the Bill seeks to amend clause (a) 
of section 3 of the Act with a view to providing that the appropriate 
Government for the enforcement of the Act in relation to such establish¬ 
ments shall bo the Central Government. 

2, It is proposed to entrust the enforcement of the provisions of the 
Maternity Benefit Act, 1961 In. relation to these establishments to the 
Central Industrial Relations Machinery imder the Chief Labour Commis¬ 
sioner (Central). The following additional staff will be required for this 
purpose in the Organisation of the Chief Labour Commissioner (Cen¬ 
tral) ; —
